Mr. Robert Bridges, D.Litt., has bee 
appointed Poet Laureate in succession 
to the late Mr. Alfred Austin. 

Mr. Robert Bridges, who has been 
described as Britnin’s only glassical 

oet, is sixty-eight. He was born in 
ent, and from Eton he went-to Corpus 
Christi College, at Oxford, the univer- 
sity which just a year ego honored him 
with the degree of Doctor of Letters. 
After leaving, Oxford he settled dewn 
to study thedleine in London, at Bt. 
Bartholomew's, whero hoe eventually 
became casualty physician. Assistant 
at the Children’s Hospitul,.Great. Or- 
mond Street, was his next post, follow- 
ed by a period as physician at tho 
Great Nerthern Hospital. In 1882 he 
retired from medical practice, and a 
couple of years later married the eldest 
daughter of the lato Mr. Alfred Water- 
house, the well-known artist. He lives 
at Oxford, : 

Mr. Bridges is undoubtedly one of 
the surest of immortolity among our 
contemporaries. His work maintains 
throughout an extremely high standard; 
little, if any, of it has suffered from 
hurry; he has never aliowed the quest 
for popularity or grin to tell against 
its perfection and. beauty, but careful 
and studied finish has ¢ver becn his 
motto. 

His output includes eight poetic 
dramas, a couple of mnequer, numeroun

lyries, and several. pieces in ‘classical 
prosody. He maintains that English 


prosody depends on the number of 
stressed sylinbles in n line, not on the 
number of syllablee, nnd that poetry 
should follow the rules of natural 
speech. A number of essays stand to 
his credit, and he hae strong and, in 
some particulars, eurious views on spell- 
ing reform, 

The new Poet J.aureate has been par- 
ticularly suecessful in the writing of 
odes. The following is from that writ- 
ten for the bi-centenary commemoration 
of Henry Purcell: 


The sea with melancholy war 
Moateth about our castied shore; 

His world-wide elemevial moan 
Girdethr our lives with tragic zons. . 
Yet shall his storm and mastering wave 
Ausure the Empire to the brave: 

And to hig Dillowy base belongs

dipped in chemicals. “Inside of the 
tip was a tiny glass: bulb cortaining | 
acid. When the bulb was .crushed| 
the acid combined with the chemicals 
and fire was produced: You can see 
how utterly. ticable and expen- 
sive these matches must have been. 

. ‘The first. practical lucifer match was 
made by an Englishman, John Walker. 
It was much like our matches; but it} 
kad to be struck between folded sand- 
paper, so there was friction on all 
sides at once. These sold for. two 
cents a Jozen. 

: ‘Then came the great. problem. Yel- 
low phosphorts, which is extremely 
Poisonous, was being used .o. matcli 
tips. »One-grain of jt would “kill, a 
man. It was.found that. employees 
in the match factories would fall very 
ill just from handling the stuff. Peo: 
ple. eyen committed suicide by: swal- 
lowing match heads. ; 

Thus evolved the safety match. In- 
stead of putting the phosphorus on 
the latch, a small tip of the non- 
po:sonous kind (the red phasphorus) 
was put on the outside of the box 
and the match was struck on it. A 
few years ago the Belgian govern- 
ment offered a prize for a strike-any- 
where match xot to contain any poi- 
sonous phosphoxzus. Two  French- 
men won the prize. These matches 
are now being made in great quan- 
tities. They are more ezpensiye 
than the otliers, but it is hoped that, 
regardless of price, poisorous phos- 
phorous will be done away with for- 
ever.

The vyaceum-cleaner principle. 1s.
